I strongly suspect that Allan Cftlhamox invented a gane for Multiple players at least 
partically because of the huaan factor. His aim was, in my opinion „ to provide a raison 
d'etre for a seven-nan social hour, with the tactics of the gaae thrown in as a means'oi 
cohesion and continuity. (Or, in other words, Allan was sponsoring parties at which the 
conversation could never lag, because there was that odd-looking board and all those crasy 
coloured blocks to keep it going*) I admit to oversimplification , but whichever sold you 
care to oast it in, the ooze of the natter reaains constant* Allan gave people of certain 
Inclinations an impetus to get together and intexaet c 

When Diplomacy moved into the post office, the direct contact was broken. letters 
could still be written, of course, but we live in an ago when belles-lettres is a decadent 
art. Furthermore, written ceamunleatlen is a raiseerable substitute f or in-person contact, 
and if one Is relegated to the read word for unveiling himself, one ought avail himself of 
as aany varied types ef veils to pull off as possible. The Manfreda of postal Dlplowacy, 
who keep theaeelves personally hidden and reveal only their technical and tactical works, 
are Machines, The Salomes who reveal themselves as often and as aultlfariously as 
are the human beings. 
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Press ie thus om &mm of personality revelation and understanding. Press is a pl&oe 
to show one's sense of hiuoour t It is a fori® fex diepiaTiiig one*s intellectuality. It is 
an arena Into which all wanner of ideas, inspirations c ideologies ae& idiocies can bs thrown. 

And if interaction takes place it fcilX do so in ssyriad ways per game. If Player X 
writes a press release and the ether six xesparsl to it, they will respond in six diverse 
counters. And each of those will, theoretically f fc^ing six aor& rejoinders, and so forth. 
Conversely £ if th&re ie no interaction from any given player, he Kill remain a mere mae en 
a rasters And statistics ar* not wax3ft-hloede&. 

So, Press is goodj sllenee is sinful. Why, then, is taxing press sorse than sileiice? 
Xsn s t "boring press ale© a way to configurate a personality, even If only in a single repeti- 
tive dimension? Tes, hut what is the difference between nea-^lssensieiial absence of press 
and cold, inhuman, wti.digttnsloa&l padnted tripe? 5one« If you write sterile press and re- 
tain your hanai-Ulike existence in the game, you are no better off than if you had been si- 
lent, and neither axe your fellow players 0 And peer press has the additional demerit of 
taking up space which could he used, either Icy you if you worked harder at it or ty others, 
to say something. 

which beings us round to the biggest euestion ef aUt Hew does one actually use this 
saslange ef press possibilities to e^oaunieate the self? Well! Z 9 m ve^y glad you asked, 
that, Conrad, Because It Just so happens that a series of articles,, published in no parti- 
cular order hut generally attempting to exploxe the whole field of press releases in the 
greatest depth imaginable, is currently under way in the present author's Diplomacy publica- 
tion, SaGU&3&y 4 Subscriptions axe advised to those interested in this subject, at $1 for 
ten.
